Clements to the right of center. 

The forces behind Me ndci -France evidently 
leit Ibcy were on pretty .iiirc sround wbcw 
they struck down Faure's regime. But ho 
foxed them by digging out the law that had 
laid In dlsuse since 1877. Now Faure gets what 
he want3 — an early election. 

Whether & newly elected assembly wJ2J give 
him or some other Right-Center leader the 
chance for a more sSbie sovernment is any- 
body's guess. "...

Meeting Held for 
Bui'ley Lions of Observations 



BURLEY, Dec 12-Jullui Kleiner, 
Nampa dBlrymnn who recently re- 
turned Irom a farm tour of Ruasla, 
apoke at the Buriey Lion club'a an- 
nual fanner's night FVIdny evenlnc 
In the Buriey Elka dining room. 

Kleiner, with a group of 11 other 
furmcrs, was In Russia for 37 days. 
He told they enjoyed excellent hi 
plLnllly nnd hnd very good food 
Inrge variety. Everything Is under 
plaa.ln Russia, he said, nnd no 
person or group owns any Innd. The 
alnle decrees just bow many acres 
cori' be planted to each crop. The 
farmers sell their produce at vnrl- 
Otis pricea with almost all of It be- 
ing sold to or through the govern- 
racnl. 

Kleiner said bookkeepers keep 
ose tab on nil phnses of produc' 
tlon. TtiB average lajm woTfccr re- 
ceives about 1200 a month oa^thi 
otficliU rale of exchange. He said 
Russian peasants have plenty lo eat, 
existing on a diet of TO per cent 
cereal, but that living conditions 
poor. 

The speaker said state farms are 
very lance and better than collecUire 
farms. The state gets about 65 per 
cent of the produce and uses that 
money for the Improvement of roads; 
hospitals and' other state functions 
In addition to military apendlng. He 
said the Russian people are aatlafled 
easily, and that their living condi- 
tions ore Improving dnlly. He anld 
they have one Ideal, "To communUe 
the w*ld with Mooeow the center." 

The farms were eollectlvUed to 
permit farm people to coi 
lou-ns to lielp Russia becomi 
duilrlnl country. One of the first 
problems the lenders were confront- 
ed with was llllleracy. He said that 
lodcvy less ihnn one per cent ol the 
people, mostly elderly persons, are 
lUllcrste.
